Politically speaking, 
the mill owners have ft powor equal to that 
of tho barons of tho middle ages, and thoir 
operatives are thoir vassals, compelled lo do 
their bidding on all occasions. Each town 
is a satrapy, owned 
1/y a Qoddard, a 


Spraguo, a i.ippitt or n Iloward. They con- 
trol not only their mills, but tho machinery 
of tho stato government and tho banks and 
other moneyed institutions. Under such 
chiefs the workingmcn fare badly. Fully 
one-half of the operatives in tho factories 
art disfranchised. They are overworked, 
underpaid ami undorted. Discontent ia tha 
natural outgrowth of a system whore every- 
thing ia raaoo to subserve the purpose! of a 
few political magnates. But a gtucral strike 
in nn ovont more to bo deplored ovon than 
tho injiiltice and wrong to which the opora- 
tivtn are subjected. Buck a conrfto would 
be found u lull of evils as Pandora's box.
